TODAY 
UNION PROTEST 
AGAINST GUARD 


Threaten to Force 
' 60,000 Out if 
Police Stay. 


Despite the fact that the military 
gSuards were withdrawn from the 
stockyards district yesterday morning, 
fulfilling at least one of the demands 


late last night stated that the walk- 
out would continue today, and that vir- 
tually all plants in the yards would be 
closed by tonight. If the plants are 
forced to shut down between 60,000 and 
70,000 men and women workers will 
be thrown into idleness with their. pay 
shut off. 

The only alternative will be the with. 
drawal of the police and deputy sheriffs 
from the stockyards streets, union of- 
ficials say. A conference has been 
called between Chief of Police John 
J. Garrity, Martin F. Murphy, presi- 
dent of the Stockyards Labor council; 
J. W. Johnstone, secretary of the 
Stockyards Labor council; and John 
Kikulski, organizer for the A. F. of L., 
at 10 o’clock, this morning. At this 
time the union leaders will present 
their ultimatum officially for the first 
time. 
Estimates on Workers Out. 

Estimates of the number of workers 
involved in the walkout vary widely. 
Shortly before closing hour a state- 
ment issued by the packing interests 
gave the total number of strikers as 
in the neighborhood of 12,000. Late 
last night union officials claimed that 
over 40,000 workers were out. The fig- 
ures follow:

The above figures do not include the 
number of union Negroes who refused 
to work in the yards under police pro- 
tection. The packers’ figures, also, are 
based upon the number of men at work 
in the yards yesterday in the day shift. 
The union figures are based upon the 
men working both night and day, and 
include a large number of night men 
who yesterday evening failed to show 
up for work. The packers have not yet 
submitted figures regarding the smaller 
companies, among whom are included 
some 10,000 union men who walked out, 
according to union leaders. 

No Peace Efforts Made. 

Union officials were busy all day no- 
tifying their many subordinates to 
keep their men from work. City and 
state officials ‘failed te get into commu- 
nication with the union leaders, and 
outside of a notification of the confer- 
ence to be called this morning, ac- 
cording to J. W. Johnstone, secretary 
of the Stockyards Labor council, noth- 
ing has been done to patch up what 
appears to be a most serious break 
between the employers and workers. 

No disorder of any kind waé re- 
ported in the stockyards district yes- 
terday. Large forces of police and 
deputy sheriffs constantly patrolled the 
streets and yards adjacent to the vari- 
out plants, and through the yards prop- 
er squads were perched on freight cars 
and sheds keeping a general view of 
operations. 

The situation at midnight had ap- 
proached a deadlock, with the next 
move up to the packers. : 


Police Stay on dob. 
Chief of Police Garrity stated that 
the police would not be removed from 
the yards until a formal request for 
their removal is made by the packers. 
The packers, through a statement is-

August Lundquist, for thirty-five 
years a tea and coffee merchant at 
Clybourn avenue and Division street, 
sits in a cell at the South Clark street 
station this morning, confessed em- 
bezzler of some $2,000 from the I. Wall 
Commission company, sugar dealers 
at 525 West Twelfth street. . 

Four years ago he found his profits 
had been cut down so much by in- 
creases in wholesale prices he was 
forced to leave his wife in charge of 
the store and work part of each day 
as a’ salesman for the Wall concern. 
He worked on commission, selling 
sugar, and managed, he said, to make 
about $65 a month. Some months he 
made $45 and others as much as $75. 

Three years ago he was riding on a 
street car with his wife when pick- 
pockets stole $842 he had collected for 
the Wall concern. Up to this time, he 
said, he had taken only a few dollars 
of the firm’s money, but was forced to 
juggle his accounts to make up the 
shortage of the theft. 


More Tough Luck. 


Then a year ago came another blow. 
He went to his store in the morning 
to find it had been cleaned out by bur- 
giars. More than $700 worth of his 
stock had been stolen. A week ago 
he was forced to close his store. The 
same day he gave up his job with the 
sugar company. Last Tuesday he vis- 
ited a lawyer and went to see Alex 
Greenburg, president, and Irving Wall, 
secretary of the sugar company. He 
confessed his shortages and offered to 
make restitution. His wife tried to 
raise $800, but failed. Yesterday the 
firm announced it must have the 
money. Lundquist didn’t have it. He 
was . 

“Took at me now,” said Lundquist 
last night drawing out the waistband 
of his trousers large enough for two’ 
men of his size. “I've lost thirty 
pounds and my hair has turned white 
from worry in the last year. It’s really 
a relief to have it over with. 


“In the last two years the whole-

“Some of the methods by which 
these prices are produced are already 
illegal, some of them criminal, and

“The laborers who do not get an in- 
crease in pay when they demand it are 
likely to strike, and the strike only 
makes matters worse.

Should Mark First Price. 

“T would-also recommend. that it be 
cttw | that all goods destined for 
interstate commerce should, in every 
case where their form or package 
makes it possible, be plainly marked 
with the price at which they left the 
hands of the producer. Such a re- 
quirement. would bear a close analogy 
to certain provisions of the pure food 
act, by which it is required that cer- 
tain detailed information be given on 
the labels of packages of food and 
drugs. 

“ And it does not seem to me that we 
can confine oyrselves to detailed meas- 
ures of this kind, if it is indeed our 
purpose to assume national control of 
the processes of distribution. I take 
it for granted that that is our pur- 
pose and our duty. Nothing less will 
suffice. We need not hesitate to han- 
dle a national question in a national 
way. 

“We should go beyond the measures 
I have suggested. We should formu- 
late a law requiring a federal license 
of all corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce and embodying in the 
license, or in the conditions under 
which it is to be issued, specific reg- 
ulations designed to secure competitive 
selling and prevent unconscionable 
profits in the method of marketing. 
Such a law would afford a welcome 
opportunity to effect other much 
needed reforms in the business of in- 
terstate shipment and in the methods 
of corporations which are engaged in 
it, but for the moment I confine my 
recommendations to the object imme- 
diately in hand, which is to lower 
the cost of living. 

“May I not add that there is a bill 
now pending before the congress 
which, if passed, would do much to 
stop speculation and to prevent the 
fraudulent methods of promotion by 
which our people are annually fleeced 
by many millions of hard earned 
money? I refer to the measure pro- 
posed by the capital issues committee 
for the control of security issues. It 
is a measure formulated by men who 
know the actual conditions of business 
and its adoption would serve a great 
and beneficent purpose. 


| WORLD CRISIS GRAVE | 


“We are dealing, gentlemen of the 


congress, I need hardly say, with very 
critical and very difficult matters. We 


should go forward with confidence 
along the road we see, but we should 
also seek to comprehend the whole of 
the scene amidst which we act. There 
is no ground for some of the fearful 
forecasts I hear uttered about me, but 
the condition of the world is unqueg- 
tionably very grave and we should 
face it comprehendingly. 

“The situation of our own country 


is exceptionally fortunate. We, of all 


peoples, can afford to keep our heads 
and to determine upon moderate and 


sensible courses of action which will 


insure us against the passions and 


distempers which are working such 
deep unhappiness for some of the dis- 


tressed nations on the other side of 
the sea. But we may be involved in 
their distresses unless we help, and 
help with energy &nd intelligence. 
“The world must pay for the appall- 
ing destruction wrought by the great 


war, and we are part of the world. 
We must pay our share. For five years 
now the industry of all Europe has’! 
been slack and disordered. The normal 
crops have. not been produced; the nor- 


mal quantity of manufactured goods 
has not been turned out. Not until 
there are the usual crops and the usual 
production of manufactured goods on 
the other side of the Atlantic can Eu- 


rope return to the former conditions; 
and it was upon the former conditions, 


not the present, that our economic re- 
lations with Europe were built up. 


Must Give Europe Aid. 

“We must face the fact that unless 
we help Europe to get back to her 
normal life and production a chaos will 
ensue there which will inevitably be 
coinmunicated to this country. For 
the present, it is manifest, we must 
quicken, not slacken, our own produc- 
tion. We, and we almost alone, now 
hold the world steady. Upon our stead- 


fastness and self-possession depend the 
affairs of nations everywhere. It is in 


this supreme crisis—this crisis for all 
mankind—that America must prove 


her mettle. 


“In the presence of a world confused, 


distracted, she must show herself self- 


possessed, self-contained, capable of 


sober and effective action. She saved 
Europe by her action in arms; she 
must now save it by her action in 
peace. In saving Europe she will ‘save 
herself, as she did upon the battlefields 
of the war. The calmness and capacity 
with which she deals with and masters 
the problems of peace will be the final 
test and proof of her place among the 
peoples of the world. 


“And, if only in our own interest, we 


roust help the people overseas. Europe 
is cur biggest customer. We must keep 
her goimg or thousands of our shops 
and scores of our mines must close. 
There is no such thing as letting her 
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go to ruin without ourselves sharing 
in the disaster. : 


Must -Discard Passions. 

“In such circumstances, face-.to face 
with such tests, passion rhust~be dis- 
carded. Passion and a disregard for 
the rights of others have no place in 
the counsels of a free people.. We need 
light, not heat, in these solemn times 
of self-examination and saving action. 
There must be no threats. Let there 
be only intelligent counsel, and let the 
best reasons win, not the strongest 
brute force. 

“The world has just destroyed the 
arbitrary force of a military junta. 
will live under no other. All that is 
arbitrary and coercive is in the dis- 
card. Those who seek to employ it 
only prepare their own destruction. 

“We cannot hastily and overnight 
revolutionize all the processes of our 


ment and of extravagant speech, but 


face. Everyone -who is in real touch 
with the silent masses of our great 
people knows that the old strong fiber 
and steady self-control are still there, 
firm against violence or any distem- 
pered action that would throw their 
affairs into confusion. 

“T am serenely confident that they 
will readily find themselves, no matter 
what ‘the circumstances, and that they 
will address themselves to the tasks of 
peace with the same devotion and the 
same stalwart preference for what is 
right that they displayed to the ad- 
miration of the whole world in the 
midst of war. 


Square Deal to All. 

“ And I enter another confident hope. 
I have spoken today chiefly of meas 
ures of imperative regulation and legal 
compulsion, of prosecutions, and the 
sharp correction of selfish processes; 
and these no doubt are necessary. But 
there are other forces that we may 
count on besides those resident in the 
department of justice. We have just 
fully awakened to what has been going 
on and to the influences, many of them 
very selfish and sinister, that have 
been producing high prices and impos- 
ing an intolerable burden on the mass 
of our people. To have brought it all 
into the open will accomplish the great- 
er part of the result we seek. 

“TI appeal with entire confidence to 
our producers, our middlemen, and our 
merchants to deal fairly with the peo- 
ple. It is their opportunity to show 
that they comprehend, that they intend 
to act justly, and that they have the 
public interest sincerely at heart. And 
I have no doubt that housekeepers all 
over the country and every one who 
| buys the things he daily stands in need 
of will presently emercise a greater 
vigilance, a more thoughtful economy, 
a more discriminating care as to the 
market in which he buys or the mer- 
chant with whom he trades than he 
has hitherto exercised. 


| DEMANDS MADE BY LABOR | 


“I believe, too, that the more ex- 
treme leaders of organized labor will 
presently yield to a sober second 
thought, and like the great mass of 
their associates, think and act like tr 
Americans.' They will see that strikes 
undertaken at this critical time are 
certain to make matters worse, not 
better—worse for them and for every- 
body else. 
“The worst thing, the most fatal 
thing, that can be done now is to stop 
or interrupt production or to interfere 
with the distribution of goods by the 
railways and the shipping of the coun- 
try. We are all involved in the dis- 
tressing results of the high cost of liv- 
ing and we must unite, not divide, to 
correct it. 
“There are many things that ought 
to be corrected in the relations between 
capital and labor, in respect of wages 
and. conditions of labor and other 
things even more far reaching, and I, 
for one, am ready to go into conference 
about these matters with any group of 
my fellow countrymen who know what 
they are talking about and are willing

In case of failure to sell articles at 
the price specified, the board is em- 
powered to take proceedings against 
offenders before a court of summary 
jurisdiction, which. may inflict penal- 
ties not exceeding a fine of £200 or six 
months’ imprisonment.

INDICT 3 WHITES 
AND 5 NEGROES 
FOR RACE RIOTS 


To Return True Bills 
Monday; 55 Are Now 
Held by Jury. 


Fifty-five persons are held under va- 
rious criminal charges ranging from 
carrying concealed weapons to mur- 
der as a result of the first week’s in- 
vestigation of the race riots by the 
August grand jury, which adjourned 
yesterday until Monday morning. In- 
dictments against thirty-three of the 
defendants were returned before 
Judge Robert E. Crowe yesterday. 
Indictments against eight others, 
three of them white men—the first 
whites so far named—will be returned 


before Judge Crowe when the jury re- 
sumes its inquiry on Monday. 

The whites, Charles Soluh, Stanly 
Holy, alias Murphy, and Frank Pros- 
zowski, alias Kapula, will be charged 
with assault to murder. They mistook 
Vincennes Gonzolas, a Mexican, for a 
Negro on July 30 and assaulted him 
at Forty-third street and Ashland ave- 


nue. ° 
Judge Addresses Jurors. 


The five colored men who are to be 
indicted Monday are Alfred Kirk, Wil- 
liam Brown, Alonzo Esthing, Homer 
'Ward, and Arthur Alexander. The 
three former are charged with assault 
with intent to kill, in one true bill, 
and the other two are held under the 
same charge in another indictment. 
After some of the grand jury had 
expressed some hesitancy about return- 
ing the thirty-three indictments, which 
were all against colored persons, yes- 
terday, Judge Crowe and State’s At- 
torney Hoyne called them into confer- 
ence and explained to them their du- 
ties. They then returned the indict- 
ments. Their hesitancy was because 
so far no indictments against whites 
had been returned by them.

PARIS, Aug. 8—The peace confer- 
ence reached a solution of the Thracian 
problem yesterday, according to the 
Intransigeant, by dividing Thrace into 
a number of parts, some’ going to 
Greece and others being designated 
to form the future free state of Con- 
stantinople and a new free state under 
the league of nations. 

The solution arrived at, according to 
the Intransigeant, provides for divid- 
ing Thrace into eastern and western 
Thrace. 

Eastern Thrace will be divided into 
three parts, Greece getting two of them 
and a third being designated as part 
of the future free state of Constanti- 
nople. 


Of western Thrace, a quarter is to 
be given Greece and the other three- 
quarters are to constitute a free state 
to be set up under the league of na- 
tions. | 

A commission of technical experts 
will be sent to Thrace to put the solu- 
tion into practical form, it was said. 

The peace conference, the newspaper 
adds, will adjourn for a _ vacation 
throughout September, the American, 
English, and Italian delegates return- 


ing to their homes. '

YANK DESERTERS 
ELUDE M.P.S AND 
PREY ON FRANCE 


BY HENRY WALES. 

[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.]

PARIS, Aug. 8.—More than a thou- 
sand American doughboys still are ab- 
sent without leave in Paris and several 
hundred more are scattered in France 
between Paris and Nancy behind the 
old front, an attaché of the provost 
marshal’s office today said. 

At the present rate of rounding up 


deserters or “A. W. O. L.’s,” as they 
are called, it will be necessary, per- 
haps, to maintain the American mili- 
tary police bureau in France for an- 
other year, as the authorities are en- 
countering the extremest difficulty in 
capturing the men. 

Most deserters have regulation army 
automatic'pistols which they don’t hes- 
itate to use, so that the average French 
policeman doesn’t dare to tackle them. 
Instead, when the French authorities 
discover an American A. W. O. L. they 
simply try to keep track of him and 
notify the American provost marshal. 

The provost marshal’s department 
has a number of crack opefitives who 
jump into automobiles and go after the 
deserters, not reporting back until they 
fetch in their men. 

“Eventually we will get all the 
American deserters,’ said the provost 
marshal attaché, “ because to remain 
in France these men must have some 
kind of graft—either they are thieves 
or holdup men or they live off the 
earnings of women. If they steal or 
rob we get them finally by running 
them down, and if they are with under- 
world women, we get them, too, be- 
cause some time or other through jeal- 
ousy their women companions turn 


them up. 


oa Owing to the high cost of living 
in France no American can live here 
unless he has plenty of money. The 
average doughboy deserter cannot earn 
enough money honestly to get back, so 
to stay here he must obtain money 
dishonestly. Many American thieves 
in Pari@ are stealing typewriters and 
automobiles and raiding freight yards 
particularly. 

“ Outside of Paris a number of hold- 
up men are operating, sticking up 
French people and making a getaway 
in army automobiles. Those we cap- 
ture say holding up the French is so 
easy it is a shame to take the money, 
and in many cases we find the French 
will not appear to testify against the 
Americans because they are so grate. 
ful to the United States. On the other 
hand, we even discover French peas- 
ants concealing American deserters, 
explaining afterward that the dough- 
boy told them pitiful stories.”

OBTAIN VICTORY 
BUTTONS IN DAY 


Plan Reception for 
1,000 Chicago.

Eighteen hundred and thirty-nine 
veterans appeared at the central re- 
cruiting station, 526 South State street, 


yesterday, to get their Victory buttons. 
Of that number 187 had wound awards 
on their dischargs papers and received 
Silver insignia, _ 

Captain C. W. Burkett, in charge 
of the distribution, started to work 
at 9 o’clock. At that time there were 
more than 100 men waiting. A type- 
writer battery of four clerks copied the 
necessary information from the dis- 
charge papers, another man stamped 
the discharge to show receipt of the 
button, Captain Burkett signed them 
and another soldier with a tally sheet 
turned the buttons over to the red 
chevron men. 

At noon nine hundred had been 
given out and during the lunch hour 
three hundred more men came in. 
Business slacked a little in the after- 
noon, but not enough to let the cap- 
tain get farther away fre@m his desk 
than the water cooler. 

Legion Official Gets 321. 


The secretary of the American le- 
gion, at Aurora, came in with 321 
discharge papers from men of the 
town. He was assigned a special clerk, 
who copied the records, had the dis- 
charges stamped and delivered the 
buttons, but only after Captain Bur- 
kett had signed the discharges. 

After closing time came at 4:30 half 
a dozen men came in, but the buttons 
had been put in the safe for the night. 
When told that they could not get 
their buttons until this morning they 
became “peevish” and spoke about the 
unfeeling army. 

“Sign your name 1839 times, scan 
1839 discharge papers to -check the 
records and then see if you don’t feel 
like calling it a “day,” said Captain 
Burkett. The growlers dragged out 
a smile, apologized and promised to 
Fcome back. 


Plan Reception to Marines. 

The famous 5th and 6th marines are

Ruling on $60 Bonus. 

A ruling by the judge advocate gen- 
eral, announced in a circular from the 
war department news bureau yester- 
day, provides that enlisted men in the 
army, discharged from the ranks to 
accept commissions or appointments as 
army field clerks, or from the tempo- 
rary establishment to accept commis- 
sions in the permanent army, are not 
entitled to the $60 discharge bonus. The 
basis of the opinion, the circular states, 
is that service is not terminate’ with 
the temporary discharge for «ccept- 
ance of promotional grades.

PUBLIC SERVICE FIRST. 
President Wilson has taken an encouraging posi- 
‘tion in the railroad situation. It is that the people 
of this nation are interdependent; that there are 
obligations to be met; that the public business 
must not be at the mercy of groups or individuals. 
In the past the president has not been so vigor- 
ous in laying down the policy of common govern- 


ment. The Adamson bili was not the best example 
of rule by the majority, but of dominance by a 
group. When groups can enforce their will on the 
government without as much as a by-your-leave. 
to the great majority we are not secing-the best 
application of democratic princtples. 

Irrespective of the form of railroad control, the 
relation of the roads to the public is quasi-official; 
and so also the relation of the railroad employés 
to the public. If railroad employés strike the roads 
suspend, and thereby is occasioned a grievous hurt 
to the business of the nation. For this reason it 
is untenable in sound logic for workers, holding 
such a public trust, to violate it; and particularly 
when it is commonly known that the whole nation 
is giving its best thought to the adjustment of the 
very problem which the railroad employés seek to 
complicate by striking. 

For the employés to leave their places while the 
country is so beset with problems, while, in fact, 
every individual keenly feels the stress of the 
unrest, is to emphasize one man’s need above an- 
other’s. The truth’is that we are all in the same 
boat. We have all got to pull together. And most 
of all, the public trusts have got to be sustained to 
the exclusion of our individual requirements. 

The railroad employés should reflect upon this: 
_ that it is no longer necessary to preach the right 
of every man to enjoy the comforts of life. That 
is an accepted doctrine in the United States. The 
theory that a common laborer is a victim of fate 
and therefore doomed to poverty and misery has 
been long exploded. We all know that he is entitled 
to a good home, plenty of food, suitable clothing, 
and plenty of time to seek amusements and recre- 
ation. > 

The doctrine, then, is universal. But we are in 
the midst of an attempt at adjusting matters so 
that not only one kind of workers but all the 
workers may benefit. In fact, there is no subject 
so pressing in the United States at this moment 
‘as the restoration of prosperity and normal condi- 
tions. Does it not seem astonishing that the rail- 
road employés, so far from joining in the spirit of 
mutual obligation, should demand superior advan- 
tages? 

There is no doubt that they should be comfort- 
ably situated. But there is no doubt that all other 
citizens should be similarly comfortable. We must 
have regard for the whole commonwealth and not 
forone group in it. The president, in asking the 
railroad employés to remain at their work, is only 
employing the will of the nation, requiring each 
“man to remain at his post, impose upon himself 
some self-restraint, in the hope that by pulling 
together we may draw the country out of a dan- 
gerous situation. 

Suppose we should all say, “I demand that my 
comfort and that my happiness and my future 
alone be established to the exclusion of all else’? 
How quickly would all industry and all the avenues 
of commerce fall inert and we find ourselves facing 
the first principles of life! | 

The railroads are the arteries of the nation. 
Without them the life blood of the nation coagu- 
lates. We must appeal to the railroad men to be 
temperate and to work with the United States as 
members of the body politic; not to strangle indus- 
try or, by threatening to do so, subvert the very 
principles of democratic government, 

On the other hand, the nation must be reminded 
that the obligation is mutual and that there must 
be an adjustment; that the railroad employés for 
their patience and their indispensable skill are to be 
properly rewarded. But, first of all, the duty of 

all the people is toward the commonwealth; and 
this is the great obligation.

lence of the vicious minority which by fearful 
deeds maintained its short and loathsome authority. 
Bela Kun and his associates were the sluggers of 
Hungary. They were able to tyrannize over a na- 
tion because their cruelty and brutality symbolized 
universal and resistless power to the mind of the 
unorganized and bewildered population. 
When the sluggers had exhausted the national 
treasury—a treasury stored up by the patient labor 
of the millions—and starvation confronted the peo-' 
ple there came the unescapable issue. The people 
must either die of starvation or at the hands of 
the bolshevist mercenaries. Rather than endure 
the tortures of hunger they resisted. And lo, the 
corrupt and bloody régime of Kun crumpled; fell | 
before the onrush of the multitude because it was 
as insubstantial as the oath of a charlatan; founded 
on bombast and murder. 

Bullyism is tottering. The social plummet swings 
to and fro but finally establishes dead center. The 
bullyism of autocracy is not to be replaced by 
the bullyism of the slugger. A wrong cannot be 
righted by another wrong. The common man is 
beginning to be heard and his voice strikes terror 
in the heart of the guilty. 

The bully is no better for calling himself a 
boishevist, nor worse for insinuating himself into 
the ranks of honest workmen. In either case dom- 
ination by violence is the sum of the moral code, 
not the welfare of the worker. The inevitable 
result of this exploitation of the people by intem- 
perate bullies can have only one result—to kill the 
golden goose of industry. % 

Bela Kun by violence and extravagance ran his 
short course; collapsed when his stolen money was 
exhausted and when his authority was found to be 
more fancied than real. Sluggerism will come to 
a lamentable conclusion when industrial production 
is so crippled that the public stomach cries out. 
Then will the majority speak and find the just re-

THE INDIVIDUAL AND H.C lL. 


Perhaps the worst mistake we could make in 
this period of high prices, with its attendant evils, 
is to lose sight of the obligation of the individual. 
Efforts to suppress profiteering may have bene- 
ficial results, but it would be unfortunate if the 
present agitation should strengthen the impression 
that our difficulties are due solely to wicked extor- 
tionists and that penitentiary sentences for these 
offenders will furnish a complete solution. 

Even a superficial view of world conditions will 
show that many other causes aside from profiteer- 
ing are at work to advance the cost of living. 
There are the elemental causes, such as the enor- 
mous waste of the war, the world-wide decline in 
production, and t enormous expansion of cur- 
rency and credit. Now, whatever congress, or the | 
department of justice, or any other agency, here 
or abroad, may seek to do to remedy living condi- 
tions their efforts must be largely frustrated unless 
they have the support and codperation of the whole 
people in removing or rectifying the elemental 
causes. 

Until production has been brought back to nor- 
mal we believe that it is a false and vicious theory 
to assume that it is perfectly legitimate to live on 
a scale equivalent to or better than that which pre 
vailed before the war. We are not speaking of 
those whose income never permitted more than a 
bare living, but of those who were accustomed to 
devote a considerable amount of their incomes to 
luxuries, whether food, drink, clothing, amusernent, 
or the like. But there is observable everywhere an 
effort to keep up that scale and frequently to go 
beyond it. The result is to intensify the scarcity 
of necessities, to raise the cost of living, and to 
postpone a permanent solution of our problem, if 
not to endanger the integrity of the nation. 

We urge saving in the kitchen so as to permit 
a fair distribution of foodstuffs; we urge thrift in 
all purchases because thrift is one of the surest 
ways of releasing labor and materials for useful 
production. 

It is with these ideas in view that Taz Trreune 
has established a department for the interchange 
of advice and suggestions among its readers. We 
believe that this interchange will not only mate- 
rially assist in meeting the problems incident to 
high prices but in promoting a spirit of mutual 
helpfulness and @ keener sense of individual obli- 
gation.

We 
may spend money, energy, and time on 
the baby after birth, we may surround 
him with all the aid and care and com- 
fort that is possible, we may place him 
in the most favorable surroundings, and 
despite all we will fail to make any 
marked or appreciable fmpression upon 
the infant mortality rate unless we di- 
rect our efforts to prenatal supervision. 

To these two parts of the answer given 
by the bulletin I would like to add 
several others. 3 

Breast feeding. The healthy babies 
are those kept at the breast until they 
get to be 9 months old. The high 
sickness rates ocour among the babies 
weaned prematurely. 


Small families The heavy sickness 
rates occur among the babies in the 
families in which there are many young 
children and much of the nursing is done 
by children scarcely more than babies 
themselves. 

Low wages. The studies made by 
the children’s bureau show the beavy 
death rates to be in the families of low 
income. 

Lack of knowledge of mothercraft.

OUR SOLDIERS IN SANTO DOMINGO. 
Chicago, Aug. 5.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.}For a while we heard so much 
about the long time which the army had 
to remfin in Europe and Asia. 


there was a great deal of agitation to 
have them returned to the States again. 
Is the public aware of the fact that many 
who were shipped to Santo Domingo in 
June, 1917, are still there and are unable 
to get away? 

I was there for two years myself, so 
know what I am talking about. 
while there, up till this year, we did not 
see or hear of the Y. M. C. A., Red Cross, 
or any other similar organization. Be- 
sides we had food sent to us while out 
in the hills that had been surveyed as 
unfit for eating by other companies. 
Particularly rice that was full of wee- 
vils, hardtack as well, and occasionally 
wormy beans. 
once in a while, and then having long 
periods of rest, but were marching some- 
times for weeks without cessation. 
Getting wet from rain and having to 
sleep in all kinds of places, wading rivers 
and enduring such hardships, are only 
expected and no one complains.

Sir James Matthew Barrie was born in 
Kirriemuir, Scotland, on May 9, 1860. He 
was educated at Dumfries academy and 
at Edinburgh unfversity, where he re- 
cefved an M. A. degree. Although he 
was destined for the teaching profes- 
sion by his parents, he had ambitions to 
write, and somewhat inevitably joined 
the staff of a Nottingham daily. 

It appears that Barrie was unpopular 
with his fellow scribes, for the reason 


that his as yet unconquered timidity and ||! 


reserve and his abstemious habits kept 
him from making friends with them. He 
occupied his leisure and much of his 
sleeping time with writing. He sent 
sketches to London papers, and when 
they finally got to be accepted more or 
less regularly, he went to the capital 
and found employment as London cor- 
respondent of the Edinburgh Dispatch. 
In London he had a few lean years, in 
which he lived in a garret. His first 
novel, a sentimental piece about water- 
cress and a shipwreck, failed to interest 
the publishers and it yet remains in 
manuscript. His first published novel, 
“Better Dead,” did not attract atten- 
tion; but when “ Auld Licht Idyllis ” was 
published Barrie became a personage. 


Barrie (or Str James, since 1913, when 
he was honored with a  baronetcy) 
achieved his first stage success with 
“ Walker, London,” in which Miss Mary 
Ansell made her debut as a star. Miss 
Ansell shortly afterward became Mrs. 
Barrie. They had no childrén and lived 
in apparent happiness until 1908, when 
Gilbert Cannan, a young novelist and 
playwright, at Barrfe’s invitation came 
to live at the Barrie home. Cannan Was 
ostensibly employed as his benefactor’s 
secretary, but actually was given a 
home and leisure for writing, because of 
Barrie’s interest in the young man’s 
abilities. 

Mrs. Barrie also tnterested herself tn 
Cannan and later admitted to her hus- 
band that she loved the younger man. 
Barrie offered to forgive all if she would 
renounce Cannan. She refused. He ap- 
plied for a divorce. There was a mass of 
testimony as to misconduct on the part 
of Mrs. Barrie and Cannan, but the judge 
stopped the proceedings early to avoid 
further scandal! and granted the divorce. 
Mrs. Barrie and Cannan were married. 
Barrie gave the couple a house and a 
large sum of money.. 


Cannan’s version of the affair is re-| 


lated in his novel, “ Peter Homunculus.” 
The married life of Cannan and Mrs. 
Barrie was stormy and short lived. 
After she had nursed him through a seri- 
ous illness, he said he wanted no more
